POLICY IS FOLLOWED

structures. 

Cities with second class post of- 
fices will be next in line, it is be- 
lieved. That Upland rates near the 
top in the second class ig indicated 
by Mr. Sheppard's letter.

FLOWERS IN WINTER 
With the abundance of color in 
the garden right now, it takes a 
| person with foresight to realize 


that it {s none too early to plan 


| and plant the winter garden.| 
| Planting within the next few | 
| weeks will Qetermine whether 


| your flowers bloom 
| winter or wait until next spring, 
| The variety of bedding 
| for fall planting is rather limited, 
| for there are not many 


| frost. 

| CERTAIN TO BLOOM 

| Heading the list are the calen- 
| dulas or winter marigolds. Don’t 
confuse the new types with the lit- 
| tle ones which volunteer each year 
| in the garden. Some of the new 
; ones produce double flowers four 
or mcre inches across and can be 
relied upon to bring brilliance in 


| {n colors or orange and yellow. 
Recently a variety called calendu- 
la chrysantha has been Qeveloped. 
‘As the name suggests, the blos- 
som resembles a chrysanthemum 
} in fonm and has shaggy yellow 
petals. If you ever saw a bed of 
these in bloom you wouldn’t be 
without them. Plant them in sun 
| or part shade, 

Next are the winter flowering 
| Stock. These like a well drained 
soil and quite a lot of sunshine. 
If the soil is too heavy the water 
stands around the roots in pericds 
of rainy weather and causes them 
to rot. With stock, the colors are 
more varied. They may be had in 
white, pink, red, cream and laven- 
der. Snapdragons, long a favor- 
ite, also come in a variety of col- 
ors: yellow, white, bronze, pink 
| red and various shades between. 
RUST RESISTANT 


Several years ago we were all 
| enthusiastic because rust proof 
snapdrogans had been developed. 
| They were very popular and were 
| quite satisfactory. Recently, how- 
| ever, although just as resistant as 
| ever to the original type of rust, 
| a new type has begun to attack 
| them so that last year we were 
| all disappointed to see some rust 
develop. Perhaps this is the rea- 
| 9on they are referred to as rust 
resistant instead of rust proof. 
| This means that our former meth- 
ods of protection should be em- 
| ployed. Use ample fertilizer to 
promote vigor and add some sul- 
phur to the soil to discourage the 
| development of rust. If possible, 
| plant your snapdragons in a new 
location. In this way you may 
find a soil which does not have 
any rust spores in it. 

PRIMROSE FOR SHADE 

The primroses are reliable 
plants for growing well in the 
shade. In additionn to the regular 
shades of white, lavender, pink, 
and red there is a new one called 
primula kleyni, which has deep 
yellow blossoms,

In planning the garden keep in
